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Story  of  the  August  Moon

At  the  end  of  summer  when  the  har¬ 
vest  is  at  its  height  and  the  moon  is 
brightest,  the  Chinese  August  Moon 
Festival,  famous  for  paper  lanterns  and 
mooncakes,  is  celebrated. 

In  Boston,  the  Festival  takes  place  in 
the  streets  of  Chinatown  with  day-long 
performances  of  all  kinds.  In  China,  the 
August  Moon  is  celebrated  more 
privately  at  home,  with  family  members 
at  night. 

Han  Wen,  a  former  teacher  of  his¬ 
tory  in  a  middle  school  in  Beijing  and  a 
newspaperman  in  Shanghai,  enjoys 
telling  various  stories  about  how  the 
Festival  began.  He  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Golden  Age  Center  in 
Chinatown. 

According  to  Han,  in  Boston,  the 
August  Moon  is  celebrated  on  the 


eighth  month  of  the  Western  calendar. 
In  China,  the  festival  takes  place  on  the 
traditional  date  one  month  later,  fol¬ 
lowing  China’s  lunar  calendar. 

In  China,  Han  recalls  all  kinds  of 
mooncakes  sold  in  the  streets.  Moon- 
cakes  are  given  as  gifts  to  family  and 
friends.  At  home,  his  family  spent  the 
evening  together  watching  the  moon, 
drinking  tea,  and  talking  about  his 
family’s  history. 

Han  and  his  classmates  also 
gathered  to  tell  stories  about  the  moon 
--  for  example,  that  of  Wu  Gang  Fa  Gui, 
an  old  man  who  was  punished  by  the 
Emperor  of  Heaven  for  being  rude  to  a 
maid.  Wu  Gang  was  ordered  to  cut 
down  a  tree  in  front  of  a  palace  on  the 
moon  -  a  simple  enough  task,  but  the

CNC  Opens  Election 


In  response  to  community  opposi¬ 
tion,  the  Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  (CNC)  voted 
on  Monday  night  to  rescind  their  pre¬ 
vious  vote  to  cancel  a  public  election  of 
new  members.  Instead,  they  will  hold 
an  open  election  within  the  next  month. 

CNC  member  Frank  Chin,  who 
moved  that  the  election  be  turned  over 
to  the  public,  said  that  letters  from  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation  (CCBA),  and  the  Quincy 
School  Community  Council  (QSCC), 
showed  the  Chinatown  community  felt 
the  election  "should  be  left  to  the 
citizens  of  the  community."  Chin  also 
submitted  a  new  three-page  election 


proposal  that  spells  out  the  voting 
process,  including  who  can  vote,  and 
how  voters  would  be  checked. 

The  CNC  further  voted  to  freeze 
nominations  for  candidates.  Sixteen 
new  candidates  are  running  to  fill  8 
vacancies.  Current  CNC  members  will 
be  re-instated. 

City  Hall  will  provide  volunteers  to 
help  with  voting,  ballot  boxes,  flyers, 
posters  and  press  announcements,  said 
Ed  Burke,  of  the  mayor’s  office  for 
neighborhood  services. 

To  monitor  the  election,  the  CNC 
will  ask  for  help  from  community 
volunteers.

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China  Flood 

Responding  to  the  disaster 
termed  "The  Flood  of  the  Cen¬ 
tury  in  China,"  local  com¬ 
munity  activists  have  set  up  a 
"China  Flood  Relief  Fund"  on 
July  27,  to  receive  contribu¬ 
tions  for  flood  victims. 

An  estimated  1300  deaths 
and  100,000,000  homeless  are 
reported  by  the  government. 
As  one-seventh  of  Chinese 
land  enters  the  ninth  week  of 
the  flood,  hunger,  homeless¬ 
ness,  disease  and  death  are 
mounting.  Efforts  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  are  gearing 
up  for  flood  relief. 

Concerned  local  per¬ 
formers,  artists,  and  res¬ 
taurant  entrepreneurs  have 
begun  to  plan  fund-raising 
programs.  Meanwhile,  dona¬ 
tions  are  encouraged.

poor  man  never  succeeds. 
Every  day  Wu  Gang  cuts  the 

tree  down,  but  every  night,  it 

grows  back. 

^Another  story  told,  Han 
said,  was  that  of  the  beautiful 
but  lazy  Chang  E,  wife  of  the 
famous  archer  Hou  Yi. 

In  the  time  before  theXia 
dynasty,  there  were  ten  suns. 
The  fury  of  ten  suns  laid  the 
land  to  waste  until  Emperor 
Yao  told  Hou  Yi,  the  archer, 
to  shoot  them  down.  This  he 
did,  and  as  a  reward,  he 
received  medicine  which 
would  make  him  immortal. 

The  greedy  Chang  E  stole 
the  medicine,  and  as  a  punish¬ 
ment  from  the  gods,  she  found 
herself  growing  lighter  and 
lighter  until  she  floated  away 
and  ended  up  all  alone  on  the 
moon.  According  to  legend,  a 
rabbit,  also  made  immortal  by 
the  smell  of  the  magic 
medicine  as  it  was  brewing, 
visits  her. 

Lastly,  through  a  trans¬ 
lator,  Han  related  the  story  of 
an  August  Moon  Festival  and 
how  the  Yuan  dynasty  and  the 
Mongolian  occupation  of 
China  ended.  Originally,  Han 
said  he  heard  this  story  from 
his  grandmother,  and  when  he 
got  older,  he  was  able  to  read 
it  for  himself  as  he  studied 
Chinese  history. 

"In  the  August  Moon,  I  told 
this  story  to  my  students,"  Han 
said. 

As  it  often  does,  the  Yellow 
River  flooded  in  1333,  bring¬ 
ing  death  and  famine  to  the 
provinces  of  Hunan,  Hupei, 
and  Shantung.  To  combat  this, 
the  last  emperor  of  the  Yuan 
dynasty.  Yuan  Shuan,  con¬ 
scripted  200,000  men  from 
these  provinces  to  build  dikes 
and  dams  to  reduce  the 
damage. 


Life  After  the  CNC  Election  an  editorial 


It’s  on  again,  almost.  The 
Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  did  the  right  thing  in  rescind¬ 
ing  their  previous  vote  to  hold  a  closed 
election  for  new  members.  Community 
members  came  forward,  loud  and 
clear,  demanding  that  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  have  a  voice  in  deciding  who 
will  represent  it. 

While  the  CNC  took  their  advice 
seriously,  one  decision  remains  un¬ 
changed:  13  members  will  stay  on  the 
CNC,  not  voted  in,  but  pledged  in  as 
they  sign  a  paper  committing  themsel¬ 
ves  to  attending  70%  of  the  meetings. 
While  most  CNC  members  work  hard 
for  Chinatown,  (even,  believe  it  or  not, 
those  with  under-weight  attendance 
records,)  the  community  deserves  bet¬ 
ter  than  a  council  that  promises  to  show 
up. 

Now  that  the  CNC  has  captured  the 
community’s  attention,  they  should 


take  it  as  far  it  can  go  by  educating  the 
public  in  how  to  make  decisions  which 
affect  their  lives.  This  is  no  easy  task, 
and  even  more  undaunting  as  the 
council’s  funding  evaporates,  yet  it  can 
be  done. 

One  way  is  to  make  meetings  more 
welcoming  for  Asian  residents,  busi¬ 
ness  people,  and  the  elderly.  Chinese 
translation  should  be  offered.  The 
council  could  post  announcements  of 
meetings  at  Tai  Tung  Village,  Quincy 
Towers,  the  Quincy  School,  the 
Chinese  American  Civic  Association, 
and  neighborhood  restaurants.  A 
member  could  volunteer  to  write  the 
minutes  in  Chinese  and  post  them  in 
public  places.  Community  people 
should  be  sought  out  and  asked  to 
come  to  meetings.  Like  Chinatown’s 
popular  monthly  Crimewatch  meet¬ 
ings,  the  council  could  invite  speakers 
who  were  required  to  respond  to  ques¬ 


tions  from  an  informed  public.  As  it  is 
now,  most  speakers  who  appear  at 
council  meetings  are  there  to  announce 
or  explain  their  projects,  rather  than 
take  on  public  debate. 

To  help  educate  the  community 
about  complex  development  issues,  the 
council  could  take  a  lesson  from  the 
Roxbury  Neighborhood  Council. 
Every  year,  the  neighborhood  council 
has  an  open  house  to  show  the  public 
all  of  its  work.  The  CNC  does  a  stun¬ 
ning  amount  of  research,  evaluation 
and  advocacy,  often  alone  and  un¬ 
known  to  the  community.  Why  not  hold 
an  open  house,  once,  even  twice  a  year? 
All  of  these  suggestions  take  work,  yet 
if  council  members  are  serious  about  a 
new  commitment  to  community  par¬ 
ticipation,  they’ll  carry  it  further  than  a 
promise  for  open  elections  and  stellar 
attendance  records.

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Chinatown’s  Long  Road  to  Activism 


(First  in  a  series  of  articles  exploring  Chinatown’s  activist  history.)

As  the  Chinese  population 
of  Boston  has  burgeoned  in 
the  last  decade,  so  has 
Chinatown’s  sense  of  identity 
and  activism.  Once  a  small  set¬ 
tlement  of  Chinese  laborers  on 
Ping  On  Alley,  "The  Alley  of 
Peace  and  Safety,"  over  a 
hundred  years  ago,  Chinatown 
now  embraces  46  acres,  and  is 
home  to  approximately  5,000 
to  8,000  Chinese  centered  in 
the  heart  of  Boston.  United  by 
common  culture,  languages, 
as  well  as  historical  dis¬ 
crimination  and  unfair  im¬ 
migration  laws,  the  Chinese 
community  has  learned,  with 
time,  how  to  stand  up  for  itself, 
and  how  to  fight  back. 

One  painful  lesson  was  the 
unopposed  construction  of  the 
Central  Artery  in  1953  which 
sliced  half  of  the  Chinese  Mer¬ 
chants  Building  on  Hudson 
St.,  despite  massive 
demonstrations  and 
numerous  petitions  from  the 
Chinese  community.  Another 
tough  time  was  when  the  Mass 
Pike  extension  in  1963  ripped 
through  the  south  side  of 
Chinatown,  demolishing 
residences  on  Hudson  Street. 

And  the  past  still  haunts 
Chinatown:  the  new  Central 
Artery  includes  a  Marginal 
Road  exit  ramp  spilling  into 
residential  Washington  St., 
once  again  dividing  up  the 
neighborhood  for  the  sake  of 
traffic  flow.  Yet  unlike  before, 
Chinatown  activists  are  ready 
to  fight  this  one,  even  if  it 
means,  as  one  resident  put  it, 


"lying  down 
bulldozers." 

Before  the  1960s, 
Chinatown  could  be  described 
as  "quiet  in  a  lot  of  ways,"  said 
Michael  Liu,  who  lived  in  the 
neighborhood  during  the  time 
the  Mass  Pike  was  being  built. 
Liu  is  now  director  of  the 
Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop. 

In  the  McCarthy  era,  Liu 
said,  Chinatown’s  city-wide 
political  involvement  was 
limited  due  to  "traditional  or- 
ganizations  that  kind  of 
clamped  down  on  anyone  who 
supported  China." 

Traditional  institutions 
such  as  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion,  merchant  groups,  and 
family  associations  dominated 
Chinatown’s  political  life,  Liu 
said. 

These  organizations  gained 
their  power  through  economic 
control  and  tradition,  said 
David  Moy,  executive  director 
of  the  Quincy  School  Com-

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munity  Council  (QSCC)  who 
grew  up  in  Chinatown  during 
the  1970s.  They  preferred  a 
style  of  politics  oriented 
toward  personal  relationships 
-  "you  do  things  by  talking  to 
people  you  know,"  he  said. 

Liu  said  it  wets  in  the  1960s 
when  the  second  generation  of 
Chinatown  residents  grew  up 
that  changes  in  political  in¬ 
volvement  began.  Activists 
more  familiar  with  English 
and  with  American  institu¬ 
tions  began  working  to  im¬ 
prove  health  care  and  other 
services. 

And  in  the  1960s  and  70s, 
federal  money  helped  to 
jump-start  community  or¬ 
ganizations  such  as  the  South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Health 
Center,  which  provides  health 
care  for  Chinatown  residents, 
the  Chinese  American  Civic 


Association,  which  offers 
counseling  and  educational 
services  for  immigrants,  and 
the  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
munity  Council  which 
provides  after  school 
programs  and  English  as  a 
Second  Language  classes  for 
new  immigrants,  Liu  said. 

As  former  residents  of 
Chinatown  grew  up  and  went 
to  college,  they  began  to 
demand  their  rights  as 
citizens,  encouraged  by  the 
radical  and  black  power  move¬ 
ments,  Moy  said.  He  added 
that  the  inequalities  they  saw 
were  anathema  to  the 
democratic  ideals  these  new 
younger  and  more  educated 
activists  learned  in  school. 

"They  became  active  and 
wanted  to  improve  things  in 
Chinatown,"  Liu  said.  "Before 
that,  there  were  basically  no 
services." 

Moy  said  he  once  heard  his 
generation  described  as  "a  lot 
of  young  Turks,  challenging 
the  powers-that-be." 

"The  young  Turks  were 
more  attuned  to  the  outer  sys¬ 
tems  and  organizing  people," 
he  added.  They  started  or¬ 
ganizing  Chinatown  residents 
and  workers  around  issues 
such  as  institutional  expan¬ 
sion,  poor  housing  conditions, 
employment  benefits  for  laid- 
off  garment  workers,  and 
bilingual  education.

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would  have  to  rally  around 
another  threat:  a  Tufts/New 
England  Medical  Center  plan 
to  tear  down  the  building  that 
houses  the  Quincy  School 
Commuutiy  Council’s 
(QSCC)  after  school  and  day 
care  programs  on  Oak  Street. 
The  once  dilapidated  building 
belonged  to  the  city,  but  the 
QSCC  had  refurbished  it. 
Without  consulting  the  QSCC, 
Tufts/New  England  Medical 
Center  was  planning  to  build  a 
600-car  parking  lot  on  the 
QSCC  building  site,  and  ex¬ 
pand  along  Washington,  Oak 
and  Nassau  Streets  on  valu¬ 
able  land  space. 

The  Chinatown  Housing 
Land  Development  Task 
Force,  formed  in  1978,  led 
protests  against  the  proposed 
expansion.  About  125  people 
participated  in  a  march  from 
the  Quincy  School  on  a  snowy 
afternoon  in  November  of  that 
year.  They  were  determined 
not  to  let  history  repeat  itself. 

What  outraged  the  com¬ 
munity  was  that  Tufts/New 
England  Medical  Center 
"didn’t  tell  anyone  in  the 
neighborhood  they  were  going 
to  do  this.  They  felt  they  could 
do  it  without  opposition,"  said 
Carol  Lee,  a  veteran  of  the 
Chinatown  task  force,  and 
now  director  of  the  Asian 
American  Community 
Development  Corporation 
(ACDC). 

"They  didn’t  take  the  op¬ 
position  seriously  until  they 
started  losing  some  of  their 
battles."  The  demands  on  that 
November  day  included  low- 
income  elderly  housing  with 
suitable  community  space  at 
no  or  nominal  charge  with  no 
garage;  temporary  housing  for 
displaced  community  services, 
hiring  of  Asian  construction 
workers,  and  assurance  of 
community  participation  in 
Oak  Street  development  plan¬ 
ning. 

According  to  one  elderly 
Chinese  woman,  quoted  in  a 
1978  Sampan  account  of  the 
protest  against  the  Tufts/New 
England  plan,  "We  have  a 
young  generation  now  speak¬ 
ing  up,  protesting  and  we  must 
join  them.  We  will  not  be 
pushed  around  this  time." 

Eventually,  after  more  than 
7  years  of  negotiations  and 
meetings  with  the  city,  QSCC 
was  able  to  keep  the  building. 
The  New  England  Medical 
Center  and  Tufts  University 
also  established  other  com¬ 
munity  benefits  such  as  a  Tufts 
scholarship  fund,  a  fund  for 
low-income  housing  develop¬ 
ment,  and  a  fund  for  medi¬ 
cal/clerk  training.  A  master 
plan  dating  until  1999  regu¬ 
lates  institutional  growth  and 
forces  both  Tufts  University 
and  the  New  England  Medical 
Center  to  be  more  open  with 
their  expansion  plans.  Each 
plan  submitted,  including  the 
New  England  Medical 

Center’s  proposal  for  a  clinic 
on  the  Hinge  Block,  and  Tufts’ 
plan  to  develop  a  biotechnol¬ 
ogy  center  at  South  Station, 
must  go  through  a  rigorous 
review  process  by  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council 
(CNC)  to  insure  that 
Chinatown  is  guaranteed  com-

m  unity  benefits  such  as  low-in- 
come  housing  funding, 
scholarships,  and  other 
benefits. 

Chinatown’s  first  victory 
against  institutional  expansion 
"tu  is  celebrated  in  a  vibrant  com¬ 
munity  mural  on  the  QSCC 
building  that  tells  the  story  of 
Chinese  immigration,  labor 
and  protest  in  Boston.  In  the 
middle  of  the  huge,  three- 
story  creation,  a  woman  is 
stitching  a  jade-colored  cloth 
unrolling  under  her  machine 
like  a  winding,  twisting  path 
connecting  all  Asian  im¬ 
migrants  to  each  other  - 
laundry  workers,  telephone 
I  5s  workers,  gardeners  and 
grandmothers.  It’s  the  story  of 
Asian  American  history  -  big, 
bold,  and  hopeful,  facing  Har¬ 
rison  Ave. 


Although  Chinatown  has 
come  together  on  many  oc¬ 
casions  since  the  1978  protest 
-  in  support  of  displaced  gar¬ 
ment  workers,  for  one,  in  favor 
of  bilingual  education, 
^  another  -  the  Long  Guang 
Huang  case  dramatically 
stands  out  for  many 
Chinatown  activists. 

Long  Guang  Huang,  a 
Toisanese  immigrant  was  ac¬ 
cused  of  soliciting  by  a  Boston 
police  officer.  Allegedly,  when 
Huang  resisted  arrest,  the  ar¬ 
resting  police  officer  struck 
him  repeatedly.  The  resulting 
outrage  and  protest  filled  the 
front  pages  of  Boston 
newspapers.  All  of  Chinatown 
rallied  behind  the  example  of 
Huang,  who  was  defended  by 


a  team  of  volunteer  lawyers 
and  eventually  acquitted. 

"The  Long  Guang  Huang 
issue  showed  you  could  fight 
and  win,”  Liu  said. 

Davi  s  Woo,  a  former  chair 
of  the  CCBA,  described  the 
Long  Guang  Huang  con¬ 
troversy  as  "the  first  time 
Chinese  people  could  unite 
and  get  together." 

During  the  period  we  were 
fighting  for  Long  Guang 
Huang,  young  and  old  and  all 
walks  of  Chinese  were 
together,  not  only  one  or¬ 
ganization,"  Wu  added.  "Since 
then,  we  have  had  more  con¬ 
tact." 

Lee  agreed.  "People 
learned  to  trust  each  other," 
she  said.  Different  groups 
began  working  together  more 
closely  and  were  more  willing 
to  call  upon  other  organiza¬ 
tions,  Lee  added. 

Before  that  progressive, 
moderate,  and  conservative 
groups  only  aligned  themsel¬ 
ves  with  groups  they  felt  com¬ 
fortable  with,  she  explained. 

Other  efforts  geared 
toward  police  protection,  such 
as  fighting  prostitution  from 

the  nearby  Combat  Zone 
failed,  though.  Liu  described 
cars  cruising  around  in  the 
middle  of  the  night.  "It  was  like 
rush  hour  traffic,"  he  said. 

Neighborhood  patrols 
went  around  in  the  middle  of 
the  night,  taking  pictures  of 
johns  and  confronting  pimps 
and  drug  users.  Former  Bos¬ 
ton  mayoral  candidate  Mel 
King  went  on  some  of  these 
patrols.  "It  turned  out  to  be  a 
very  sexy  issue  for  the  media," 
he  added. 


Enthusiasm  for  the  project 
waned,  and  the  patrols  ended 
with  no  significant  impact  on 
the  nearby  Combat  Zone. 
Community  activism  "only 
works  if  the  people  take  it  up 
themselves.  We’re  not  sub¬ 
stitutes,"  Liu  said. 

Residents’  interest  in  crime 
was  triggered  again  recently 
with  the  creation  of  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Crimewatch  by  an  ad- 
hoc  group  of  CNC  members 
and  interested  business 
people.  The  group  meets 
monthly  on  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ings.  "Everyone  looks  forward 
to  the  meetings,"  said  CNC 
director  George  Joe.  "They’re 
informal  and  fun,  and  we  al¬ 
ways  have  representatives 
from  Boston  Police,  Tufts,  the 
medical  center,  and  usually  a 
guest  speaker." 

The  group  was  able  to 
pressure  the  Boston  Police  to 
place  more  foot  patrols  in  the 
early  morning  hours,  and  to 
beef  up  coverage  near  the 
China  Trade  Center.  Within  a 
year  and  a  half,  many  residents 
report  a  reduction  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  prostitutes  and  pimps 
appearing  in  Chinatown  in  the 
early  morning  hours. 

In  the  future,  Chinatown 
has  its  work  cut-out  for  it  as 
more  challenges  appear  on  the 
horizon:  the  Central 

Artery/Third  Tunnel  project, 
funding  for  low-income  hous¬ 
ing  and  a  community  center, 
proposed  development  on  the 
Hinge  Block  in  the  Combat 
Zone,  Tufts’  new  biotechnol¬ 
ogy  center  at  South  Station,  to 
name  only  a  few.

a  job  ACDC  takes  seriously, 
Lee  said.  "Looking  at  the  ac¬ 
tual  document  is  not  the 
simplest  thing  to  do,"  she 
added. 

Yet  many  meetings  are 
devoted  to  discussing  com¬ 
munity  benefits,  building 
heights,  parking  plans,  day¬ 
care  space,  job  training  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  Asians,  and  other 
details  that  impact  a  com¬ 
munity.  "They  know  they  can’t 
do  what  they  used  to,"  Lee 


added.  "The  community  is 
much  more  sophisticated,  and 
due  to  the  institutions’  aggres¬ 
sive  behavior  in  the  past, 
people  don’t  trust  them,"  she 
said.

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book  review

Amy  Tan’s  new  novel,  The 
Kitchen  God’s  Wife  (Putnam), 
was  released  in  June  amidst 
much  anticipation  by  an  al¬ 
ready  established  following, 
and  has  quickly  risen  to  the  top 
of  the  best  seller  charts.  Like 
her  first  novel.  The  Joy  Luck 
Club,  which  achieved  great 
commercial  and  critical  suc¬ 
cess  (and  is  being  made  into  a 
motion  picture),  The  Kitchen 
God’s  Wife  is  a  story  about 
mothers  and  daughters  which 
transcends  its  Chinese  cul¬ 
tural  context,  and  appeals  to  a 
broad  spectrum  of  readers. 

The  story  is  a  simple  one. 
Pearl  Brandt,  American-born 
daughter  of  Winnie  Louie  and 
herself  a  mother  of  two 
daughters,  has  a  secret  from 
her  mother,  her  affliction 
with  a  chronic  illness.  Al¬ 
though  in  itself  this  is  not  such 
a  terrible  or  shameful  secret, 
its  importance  has  grown  in 
magnitude  because  she  had 
put  off  telling  her  mother,  and 
to  make  matters  worse,  other 
relatives  have  found  out.  "And 
so  I  dreaded  the  day  my 
mother  would  call  and  ask  me 
a  hundred  different  ways, 
~Why  did  Auntie  Helen 
know?  Why  did  you  never  tell 
me?’ " 

Winnie,  an  immigrant  from 
China  and  recently  widowed 
for  the  second  time,  has  her 
own  secret  from  her  daughter, 
one  she  has  kept  for  over  forty 
years.  She  has  distorted  ele¬ 
ments  of  her  life  in  China,  at¬ 
tempting  to  block  out  bad 
memories  by  literally  changing 
the  past. 


Although  it  seems  unlikely 
that  a  compassionate  listener, 
much  less  her  own  daughter, 
would  be  anything  but  sym¬ 
pathetic  towards  her  mother’s 
suffering,  Winnie  is  fearful 
that  Pearl  will  not  understand, 
will  not  forgive  her  and  will 
never  believe  her  again. 

Helen  Kwong,  Winnie’s 
long-time  friend  and  Pearl’s 
"aunt,"  knows  both  secrets, 
and  makes  it  her  business  to 
expose  the  truth,  supposedly 
because  she  is  dying  of  a  brain 
tumor  and  the  Chinese  New 
Year  is  coming,  but  actually  as 
a  ruse  to  get  mother  and 
daughter  closer.  "Pearl-ah. 
How  can  I  fly  to  heaven  when 
this  is  weighing  me  down?  No, 
you  must  tell  your  mother, 
Pearl.  Tell  her  about  your  mul¬ 
tiple  neurosis." 

Pearl  and  Winnie  are  ac¬ 
tually  aware  of  the  distance 
between  them.  As  Pearl  la¬ 
ments,  after  a  conversation  in 
which  she  speaks  to  her 
mother  with  a  "little  too  much 
irritation"  in  her  voice,  "Don’t 


worry.  Got  to  bed.  And  finally, 
I  hear  her  slippers  padding 
down  the  hallway,  each  soft 
shuffle  breaking  my  heart."  Or 
as  Winnie  notes,  "That  is  how 
she  is.  That  is  how  I  am.  Al¬ 
ways  careful  to  be  polite,  al¬ 
ways  trying  not  to  bump  into 
each  other,  just  like  strangers." 
Winnie’s  observation  offers 
insight  into  the  fear  they  each 
harbor,  that  of  being 
misunderstood  by  the  other,  of 
having  grown  apart  because 
they  are  too  different.  What 
they  actually  may  fear  is  recog- 
nizing  themselves  in  each 
other. 

Pearl  and  Winnie  both  have 
a  similar  unrelenting  quality. 
Pearl  describes  the  following 
episode: 

For  years  my  mother  used  to 
complain  . .  And  then  one  day 
-  this  was  maybe  ten  years  ago  - 
I  cut  my  mother  off.  I  said  "Why 
don't  you  just  tell  Aunt  Helen 
what's  bothering  you  and  stop 
complaining ."  That  was  what 
Phil  suggested  I  say,  a  perfectly

reasonable  way  to  get  my 
mother  to  realize  what  was 
making  her  miserable  so  she 
could  finally  take  positive  ac¬ 
tion.  But  when  I  said  that,  my 
mother  looked  at  me  with  a 
blank  face  and  absolute 
silence.

retarded. "  I  asked  her  to  tell  me 
what  she  did  again,  and  she 
wrote  it  down:  ‘A  speech  and 
language  clinician  for  children 
with  moderate  to  severe  com¬ 
munication  disorders.’  I  prac¬ 
ticed  saying  this  many,  many 
times.  I  still  have  these  words  in 
my  purse.  I  can’t  say  them.  So 
now  maybe  Pearl  thinks  I’m 
retarded  too. 

Tan  is  an  extremely  gifted 
storyteller  who  captures  the 
personalities  and  vernacular 
of  different  characters  beauti¬ 
fully,  and  with  warmth  and  wit. 
It  is  made  all  so  familiar!  In  the 
character  of  Winnie,  traits  of 
self-preservation :  her  sense  of 
loyalty,  resiliency,  unforgiving 
nature,  and  the  fierceness  of 
her  beliefs.  In  the  use  of  lan¬ 
guage,  the  nuances  of  rhythm 
and  tone,  and  subtleties  of 
spoken  and  unspoken  com¬ 
munication.  While  such  a 
confident  display  holds  much 
promise  for  wisdom,  I  was  left

feeling  dissatisfied  at  the  end 
of  the  book.  Because  Winnie 
Louie  so  resembles  my  own 
mother,  1  expected  Tan  to  pro¬ 
vide  insight  into  the  mysteries 
of  a  mother-daughter  relation¬ 
ship  like  mine. 

That  wish  is  mostly  unre¬ 
quited,  because  the  heart  of 
the  book  is  devoted  to  the  un¬ 
folding  of  Winnie’s  secrets, 
her  life  before  America.  We 
are  transported  to  China,  to 
Winnie’s  childhood  in  Shan¬ 
ghai  and  early  adult  life  during 
World  War  II.  Winnie’s  past  is 
filled  with  suffering  and 
traumatic  events,  including 
abandonment  by  her  mother, 
estrangement  from  her  father, 
marriage  to  the  bad  man,  Wen 
Fu,  who  manipulated,  bat¬ 


tered,  raped  and  openly 
cheated  on  her,  deaths  of 
several  babies,  and  a  jail  sen¬ 
tence.  Although  expertly 
detailed  from  factual  perspec- 
tives,  and  compelling, 
Winnie’s  stoic  account  is 
fueled  more  by  chronology 
than  passion. 

Structu  ally,  Winnie’s 
recounting  of  the  past  is 
sandwiched  between  Pearl’s 
narration,  which  is  set  in  con¬ 
temporary  times.  Winnie  tells 
her  story  to  Pearl  (and  the 
reader)  in  a  single  sitting,  oc¬ 
casionally  peppering  it  with  a 
few  observations  and  explana¬ 
tions,  but  Pearl’s  reactions  are 
not  interspersed.  It  is  not  until 
the  brief  final  chapters  that  we 
get  a  teasing  glimpse  of  Pearl’s 


Donald  Duk  Flies  High 


book  review

Donald  Duk  is  a  brief, 
funny,  coming-of-age  novel  by 
Frank  Chin  about  an  eleven- 
r>  going-on-twelve  year  old  boy 
who  discovers  his  heritage  as  a 
Chinese  American.  Donald 
Duk  lives  in  San  Francisco 
Chinatown  with  Mom,  Dad 
and  teenage  twin  sisters  Penny 
and  Venus.  He  hates  every¬ 
thing  Chinese,  especially  his 
"cutesy  chickendick"  name. 
"Only  the  Chinese  are  stupid 
enough  to  give  a  kid  a  name 
like  Donald  Duk,"  he  laments. 
"And  if  the  Chinese  were  that 
V-*  smart,  why  didn’t  they  invent 
tap  dancing?" 

Donald  has  a  white  friend 
Arnold.  While  Donald  craves 
filet  mignon  and  Canadian 
goose,  Arnold  wants  dim  sum 
and  Peking  duck.  Donald 
wants  to  tap  dance  like  Fred 
Astaire;  Arnold  studies  tai  chi. 
Arnold  can’t  get  enough 
Chinatown  sights  and  sounds; 
Donald  only  wants  to  get  away. 
But  he  can’t.  "Chinatown  life 
lay  against  Donald  Duk’s 
cheek  like  a  purring  cat." 

However,  during  the  two- 
week  long  celebration  of  lunar 


New  year,  Donald’s  ideas 
change.  He  dreams  every 
night  that  he  is  on  the  "celes¬ 
tials"  laying  track  in  Utah  in 
1869  to  finish  the  transcon¬ 
tinental  railroad.  But  his 
dreams  do  not  gibe  with  the 
history  being  taught  in  private 
school  during  the  day  by  Mr 
Meanwright  who  lectures: 
"The  Chinese  were  driven  by 
poverty  and  timidity  to  work 
on  the  railroad." 

In  Donald’s  dreams,  the 
Chinese  are  anything  but 
timid:  they  go  on  strike  and 
win  more  wages,  they  take  the 
lead  in  blasting  through  solid 
rock  and  they  lay  miles  of  track 
in  one  day,  breaking  the  old 
record. 

Intrigued  by  his  dreams, 
and  assisted  by  Arnold, 
Donald  goes  to  the  library  and 
pores  through  old  records  and 
books.  To  his  astonishment,  he 
finds  that  his  dreams  are  more 
real  than  history.  In  one 
dream,  he  is  present  at 
Promontory  Point  where  the 
last  spike  is  driven  linking  the 
Central  Pacific  and  Union 
Pacific  railroad  lines.  How¬ 
ever,  the  next  day  in  history 
class,  the  photo  from  that 
event  shows  only  Irish  laborers 
and  Yankee  overseers,  but  no

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Amy  Tan 
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thoughts,  feelings,  and 
responses  to  her  mother’s 
plight.  I  was  left  wanting  to 
know  how  she  assimilates  all 
this  information.  How  will  she 
reconcile  the  differences  be¬ 
tween  her  life  and  her 
mother’s?  The  similarities  in 
their  characters?  As  both  a 
daughter  and  a  mother,  what 
will  Pearl  communicate  to  her 
own  children?  Maybe  that’s 
what  Tan’s  next  book  will  be 
about,  now  that  her  mother’s 
oral  history  is  recorded. 

The  Kitchen  God’s  Wife  is 
most  certainly  a  book  worth 
reading.  Although  not  ex¬ 
pressly  written  for  Asian 
Americans  as  the  target 
audience,  we  definitely  benefit 
from  Tan’s  work.  I  imagine 


that  daughters  of  Chinese  im¬ 
migrants  like  myself  are 
hungry  for,  and  delighted  by, 
written  validation  of  our  ex¬ 
perience  and  cultural  iden¬ 
tification.  It  makes  us  want  to 
pass  the  book  on  to  others,  to 
learn  more  about  the  people  in 
the  fading  black  and  white 
photographs,  to  share  our 
stories,  to  understand,  and  to 
be  understood. 

We  are  also  left  with  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  hope.  Many  mother- 
daughter  relationships  today 
are  struggles  through  not  only 
intergenerational  differences 
but  cross-cultural  gaps 
created  by  differences  in 
socioeconomics,  language, 
background,  and  opportunity. 
Just  as  The  Kitchen  God’s

These  workers,  taken  far 
from  home,  lived  miserably. 
Any  food  they  ate  had  to  be 
brought  from  their  homes,  and 
they  had  nothing  but  hard 
work  to  reward  them  for  their 
efforts.  Many  died. 

Finally,  the  angry  people 
were  ready  to  revolt.  Two  men, 
Liu  Fu  Tong  and  Han  Shan 
Tong,  predicted  that  if  a  one- 
eyed  stone  spirit  were  found,  it 
would  be  a  sign  to  rebel 
against  the  Mongolians. 

To  prove  the  truth  of  their 
words,  Liu  Fu  Tong  and  Han 
Shan  Tong  took  out  a  boat  and 
started  digging  in  the  banks  of 
a  river.  Exactly  as  they 
predicted,  the  leaders  found  a 
one-eyed  stone  spirit  -  to 
everyone’s  surprise. 

Everyone  except  Liu  Fu 
Tong  and  Han  Shan  Tong  who 
had  buried  the  statue  in  the 
riverbank  the  night  before,  in¬ 
suring  their  prophecy  would 
come  true.

Chinese. 

Donald  interrupts  Mr. 
Meanwright  and  says  that  the 
history  books  are  wrong. 
When  Donald  speaks 
authoritatively,  Mr. 
Meanwright  is  forced  to  admit 
Donald  may  be  right.  Donald 
loses  his  timidity,  gains  his 
wings  and  learns  to  accept 
himself  as  both  Chinese  and 
American. 

Donald’s  solo  flight  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  a  gaggle  of  wild 
characters:  Crawdad  man  and 
Crawdad  Junior,  the  Frog 
Twins,  American  Cong,  the 
Chinese  Frank  Sinatra,  the 
Chinese  Marilyn  Monroe  and 
the  inimitable  Larry  Louie, 
who  is  both  the  Chinese  Fred 
Astaire  as  well  as  the  local 
White  Crane  tai  chi  instructor 
who  nevertheless  yearns  to  in¬ 
troduce  flamenco  guitar  into 
Cantonese  opera! 

Donald’s  family  members 
are  all  characters  too.  Family 
interactions  resemble  comedy 
routines  filled  with  puns,  witty 
asides,  hip  allusions,  Chinese 


folk  wisdom  and  references  to 
old  Hollywood  movies.  Dad  - 
owner  and  head  cook  of  a  big 
restaurant  -  speaks  expansive¬ 
ly  (Chinese  history,  myth  and 
legend)  as  well  as  cryptically 
("Poetry  is  strategy").  Mom  is 
practical:  "You  don’t  want  all 
that  Freudian  stuff  getting  in 
the  way  of  your  day." 

Donald  Duk  is  the  first 
novel  by  well-known  West 
Coast  dramatist  (Chicken- 
coop  Chinaman  and  The  Year 
of  the  Dragon)  Frank  Chin. 
Chin’s  playwrighting  ability 
shines  through  his  dialogue, 
which  is  funny,  playful,  insight¬ 
ful.  The  novel  is  written  almost 
entirely  in  the  present-tense. 
This  approach  conveys  very 
well  Donald’s  rapid  shifting 
between  reality,  dreams  and 
fantasy.  However,  sometimes 
Chin  loses  control  of  his 
material  and  it’s  hard  to  tell 
what  is  real  and  what  is  not. 
But  of  course  that  is  part  of  the 
theme  of  the  novel. 

I  recommend  Donald  Duk 
for  a  fast,  soaring,  read.

Steam  slowly  rose  above  two  charcoal  black  woks 
filled  with  boiling  water.  A  man  wearing  a  white  apron, 
so  as  not  to  stain  his  white  outfit,  stood  in  front  of  the 
remaining  wok,  adding  rice  and  pieces  of  meat.  In 
place  of  a  spatula,  he  held  a  soup  spoon  in  his  right 
hand,  and  with  the  other,  he  adeptly  lifted  the  wok  by 
the  handle,  throwing  the  rice  in  the  air  and  rocking  the 
little  red  pieces  of  pork  back  and  forth,  up  and  down. 

Standing  next  to  him  was  a  man  dressed  in  blue 
shorts  and  a  matching  polo  shirt.  He  grabbed  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  egg  noodles  and  threw  it  all  in  the  boiling  water. 
In  less  than  a  minute,  the  noodles  were  scooped  from 
the  wok  and  placed  atop  a  steel  table  for  cooling.  The 
cooling  of  the  noodles  is  essential  in  order  to  prevent 
the  strands  from  sticking  to  one  another. 

It’s  now  11:30  a.m.,  but  it’s  only  the  start  of  the  day 
for  these  two  employees  of  Ocean  Wealth,  located  on 
8  Tyler  St.  The  men  are  only  two  of  the  twelve-person 
staff  that  cooks  at  the  restaurant,  and  this  is  their  daily 
routine.  One  or  two  other  men  were  busy  cutting  up 
vegetables  in  the  rear  of  the  building,  as  another 
employee  traded  his  street  clothes  for  the  black  attire 
commonly  worn  by  waiters  in  Chinese  restaurants.  All 
of  them  arrive  at  11  am.  every  day  to  prepare  for  the 
lunch  time  rush  starting  at  noon. 

Standing  not  far  behind  his  employees,  supervising 
all  the  activity,  was  Albert  Leung.  In  less  than  15  years, 
he  had  worked  his  way  up  from  cutting  vegetables  and 
meat  in  a  restaurant  in  Hong  Kong  to  becoming  owner 
of  Ocean  Wealth. 

He  was  18  years  old  when  he  got  his  first  restaurant 
job  in  Hong  Kong.  He  worked  there  for  two  years 
before  he  immigrated  to  the  United  States  with  his 
family.  Once  in  Boston,  he  worked  in  a  Chinese  res¬ 
taurant  for  five  years  until  his  family  opened  up  a 
restaurant  of  their  own  in  the  Chinatown  Mall.  There, 
he  did  all  types  of  odd  jobs  for  the  business,  including 
learning  how  to  cook.  Leung  knew  that  he  would 
eventually  end  up  working  in  the  restaurants.  After  all, 
his  father  was  once  a  well-known  chef  in  Hong  Kong. 
Seven  years  later,  at  the  age  of  32,  he  decided  that  it 
was  time  to  go  into  business  for  himself. 

Ocean  Wealth,  open  for  only  10  months,  is  one  of 
Chinatown’s  newest  restaurants,  serving  some  of  the 
most  unusual  dishes  found  in  the  area.  Leung  ex¬ 
plained  that  the  dishes  his  restaurant  offers  consist 
mostly  of  seafood,  and  he  classified  his  style  of  cooking 
as  "Hong  Kong  cuisine."  His  definition  of  Hong  Kong 
cuisine  is  food  that  is  popular  in  the  British  colony. 
Leung  said,  "Right  now,  a  lot  of  people  in  Hong  Kong 
want  fresh  food.  They  like  a  lot  of  Japanese  food." 

Therefore,  in  Leung’s  restaurant,  Chinese  food  is 
combined  with  some  popular  Japanese  ingredients. 
Two  of  the  dishes  resulting  from  the  unusual  mix  are 
the  mini  octopus  dish,  where  octopus  is  seasoned  with 
sesame  and  served  as  a  cold  appetizer,  and  Ocean 
Wealth  noodles,  where  udong  noodles  are  stir-fried 
with  beef,  shrimp  and  chicken  in  a  light,  spicy  sauce. 

Prices  vary  on  the  seafood  used  for  the  dishes,  but 
each  plate  is  guaranteed  to  be  fresh.  Leung  goes  to  the 
airport  three  times  a  week  to  pick  up  live  seafood 
delivered  from  California.  "It’s  very  expensive  to  ship 
by  air,"  he  said.  Customers  can  visit  the  daily  catches 
at  the  tanks  by  the  front  restaurant  windows.  They  can 
choose  the  fish  they  prefer,  and  the  chefs  will  prepare 
the  dish  accordingly. 

Leung  no  longer  cooks  in  the  restaurant.  He  acts 
as  a  supervisor  to  the  employees,  and  he  also  trains 
the  chefs  on  how  to  cook  his  dishes. 

In  order  not  to  fall  behind  on  the  latest  trends  in 
Hong  Kong,  Leung  takes  an  annual  trip  there  to  visit 
different  restaurants  and  to  taste  their  food  to  see 
what’s  popular.  Talk  about  mixing  business  with 
pleasure! 

But  this  is  not  the  usual  practice.  Frank  Wong,  part 
owner  of  the  China  Pearl,  located  at  9  Tyler  St.,  said 
that  he  travels  weekly  to  different  cities.  "I  travel  to 
learn  what  the  new  dishes  are,"  Wong  said. 

Wong  also  classified  his  restaurant’s  cooking  as 
Hong  Kong  cuisine,  although  his  definition  of  it  is 
different  from  Leung’s.  He  said,  "Hong  Kong  food 
means  strictly  Chinese  cooking.  There’s  no  Chow 
Mein  or  Chop  Suey."  He  also  said  that  there’s  no 


difference  between  Hong  Kong  cuisine  and  Can¬ 
tonese  food.  Wong  does  agree  that  the  popularity  of 
Hong  Kong  food  has  grown  rapidly  in  recent  years.  He 
said,  "It’s  a  new  trend  because  of  all  the  new  im¬ 
migrants." 

Another  popular  attraction  of  the  China  Pearl  is  its 
dim  sum.  "Everybody  loves  it,"  Wong  said.  He  con¬ 
tinued,  "Dim  sum  is  inexpensive,  relaxing,  and  easy  to 
get.  You  don’t  have  to  wait,  and  you  don’t  have  to 
order  a  big  order." 

Between  the  dim  sum  preparation  room  and  the 
main  kitchen,  Wong  employs  twenty-five  chefs.  Out  of 
the  twenty-five,  ten  major  ones  have  had  formal  train¬ 
ing  in  Hong  Kong.  Wong  said  that  it  takes  six  to  seven 
years  of  training  in  order  to  become  a  chef.  "Chefs  get 
paid  well,"  he  said. 

Wong  said  that  his  dishes  range  from  inexpensive 
to  moderate.  His  restaurant  is  also  known  for  its 
seafood  dishes. 

Steven  Fung,  manager  of  the  Golden  Palace,  lo¬ 
cated  at  14-20  Tyler  St.,  has  his  own  definition  of  Hong 
Kong  cuisine  as  well.  "I  think  Hong  Kong  cuisine  is 
better  than  Cantonese  food.  It  is  a  combination  of 
Cantonese  and  Mandarin  cuisine,"  he  said.  "We’re  the 
first  restaurant  to  start  offering  Hong  Kong  cuisine," 
Fung  said. 

Most  of  the  chefs  in  his  restaurant  learned  how  to 
cook  in  Hong  Kong.  "You  first  start  in  the  lower  level 
position,"  he  said.  The  responsibility  of  someone  with 
such  a  job  includes  cutting  vegetables,  preparing  the 
meat,  and  learning  how  to  keep  everything  fresh. 

Fung  believed  that  the  restaurant’s  speciality 
dishes  include  crab  claws  and  mango,  melon,  and 
other  varieties  of  pudding  offered  during  dim  sum. 

In  the  midst  of  all  these  restaurants  on  Tyler  Street 
offering  Hong  Kong  cuisines,  is  Taiwan  Taste,  located 
on  10  Tyler  St.  As  one  might  expect,  Taiwan  style  food 
is  what  is  prepared.  Franklin  Yang,  manager  of  the 
restaurant,  explained  what  Taiwan  food  was.  He  said, 
"It’s  similar  to  Japanese  food.  True  Taiwanese  food  is 
like  Japanese  food."  In  fact,  Yang  said  that  his  res¬ 
taurant  used  to  carry  Japanese  food. 

The  majority  of  the  five  chefs  at  the  restaurant  are 
from  Taiwan,  where  they  learned  how  to  cook  there 
as  well. 

Yang  argues  that  his  restaurant  is  the  only  place  in 
the  New  England  area  that  serves  Taiwan  cuisine.  "We 
are  a  little  bit  different,  so  people  come  to  try  our 
food." 

Their  speciality  dishes  include  oyster  pancakes  and 
a  breakfast  of  warm  soybean  milk  and  fried  dough  on 


Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

Chinese  fast  food  has  never  been  the  same  after  the 
Chinatown  Cafe,  located  at  262  Harrison  Ave., 
opened  almost  two  years  ago.  If  the  restaurant  was 
not  located  in  Chinatown  and  if  the  roast  duck  and 
chicken  which  hangs  by  the  window  near  the  entrance 
was  hidden  from  sight,  customers  would  easily  mis¬ 
take  the  place  for  a  coffee  shop  or  a  well-lit  Ground 
Round. 

Hanging  above  the  red  chairs  and  the  pink  tables 
are  photographs  of  old  Boston,  which  line  the  walls  of 
the  restaurant.  These  pictures,  taken  from  various 
Chinatown  associations  and  newspaper  libraries,  in¬ 
clude  the  "El"  train  accident  at  the  comer  of  Beach 
Street  and  Harrison  Avenue  before  the  widespread 
use  of  automobiles,  and  the  1961-1962  first  grade  class 
of  the  Josiah  Quincy  School. 

Two  cooks  prepare  Chinese  fast  food  dishes  during 
lunch  time  rush  for  employees  from  such  neighbor¬ 
hood  companies  as  the  Boston  Herald,  Teradyne,  and 
the  New  England  Medical  Center.  After  lunch,  the 
Chinatown  Cafe  is  a  popular  stop  for  suburban 
Chinese  residents  who  want  to  bring  home  some  roast 
pork  or  roast  duck  for  dinner. 

For  those  whose  major  complaint  about  Chinese 
food  is  that  it  is  greasy,  Chinatown  Cafe  Manager, 
Mary  Soo  Hoo,  said  that  Canola  Oil,  with  only  six 
percent  saturated  fat  and  no  cholesterol,  is  used  for 
cooking  and  Fri  Lite  oil,  with  no  cholesterol  and  no 
salt,  is  used  for  frying. 

Unlike  a  local  diner  or  coffee  shop,  customers  are 
not  expected  to  leave  a  tip  at  the  Chinatown  Cafe. 

There’s  no  denying  that  the  Vietnamese  have  been 
making  their  presence  felt  in  Chinatown  in  recent 
years.  The  growing  number  of  Vietnamese  restaurants 
is  a  reflection  of  this. 

Buddha’s  Delight,  located  on  5  Beach  St.,  is  a 
vegetarian  Vietnamese  restaurant.  Cuong  Van  Tran, 
owner  of  the  restaurant  said,  "Vietnamese  food  tastes 
different  from  Chinese  food,  it’s  spicier  because  the 
Vietnamese  like  to  use  fish  sauce." 

Tran  explained  how  his  restaurant,  which  is  only 
five-and-a-half  months  old,  differs  from  other  Viet¬ 
namese  restaurants.  "We  are  a  vegetarian  restaurant. 
We  use  no  chicken,  no  fish,  no  egg.  The  food  tastes 
and  looks  like  meat,  but  it  isn’t.  It’s  made  from 
vegetables." 

Tran  has  gone  to  a  temple  in  Los  Angeles  four 
times  already  to  learn  how  to  prepare  vegetarian

STUFFED  BLACK  MUSHROOMS 
WITH  SHRIMP 

Ingredients: 

10  black  mushrooms;  3/4  lb.  shrimp 

10  green  beans 

Marinade: 

pinch  of  pepper,  1/4  tsp.  salt 

Sauce:  1/2  cup  chicken  broth;  1  tsp.  sesame  oil;  2 
tsp  corn  starch 

Method: 

1)  Soak  black  mushrooms  in  water  for  2  hours.  Cut 
off  stems  and  squeeze  out  excess  water.

STEAMED  EGG  WHITE  WITH 
GROUND  PORK 


Ingredients: 

6  egg  whites;  1  cup  chicken  broth;  6  oz  ground  pork; 

Marinade: 

1 1/2  tsp  light  soy  sauce;  1  tsp  corn  starch;  1  tbsp  oil. 

Method: 

1)  Beat  egg  white  and  mix  with  chicken  broth  • 

Dish  on  a  deep  plate.

(Open  the  lid  to  remove 
excess  steam  every  2  minutes.) 

3)  Marinade  ground  pork  for  10  minutes.

5)  Put  the  ground  pork  on  the  top  of  the  egg  white. 
Ready  to  serve. 

«$»FRIED  CRABS  IN  CURRY  SAUCE 
Ingredients: 

1  1/2  crabs;  2  cloves  shallots;  1  1/2  tsp  mashed 
garlic;  1/2  shredded  onion;  2  slices  pineapple  (cut  into 

small  pieces);  1  tbsp  corn  starch. 

Seasoning: 

2  tsp  curry  powder;  1  tsp  sugar;  1/2  tsp  salt 

Method: 

1)  Heat  2  tbsp  oil  in  wok.  Stir  fry  onion.  Dish. 

2)  Wash  the  crabs  and  cut  into  pieces.  Drain  well. 
Mix  with  1  tbsp  corn  starch. 

3)  Deep  fry  the  crabs  for  2  minutes  until  they  turn 
red. 

4)  Heat  2  tbsp  oil,  saute  shallot  and  garlic.  Reduce 


to  low  heat  and  add  in  seasoning  and  onion.  Fry  well. 

5)  Add  crabs  and  4  tbsp  water.  Cook  on  high  heat 
for  3  minutes  with  the  lid  on.

£»  STIR  FRY  BEEF  WITH  FRIED  DOUGH 

Ingredients: 

Beef  2/3  lb;  1  diced  fried  dough;  1  slice  ginger;  1  tsp 
mashed  garlic. 

Marinade: 

1  tbsp  light  soy  sauce;  1/2  tsp  sugar;  1  tsp  corn 
starch;  2  tsp  oil. 

Seasoning: 

1/2  tsp  sesame  oil;  1/4  tsp  white  pepper;  1/2  tsp 
sugar;  1/2  tsp  salt  2  tsp  corn  starch;  1  tbsp  oyster 
sauce,  3  tbsp  water. 

Method: 

1)  Wash,  wipe,  and  slice  beef.  Marinade  for  10 
minutes.

pinch  (A  salt;  dash  of  pepper. 

Method: 

1)  Shell  and  clean  the  shrimp.  Wash  and  wipe  well. 

2)  Make  a  slit  along  the  back. 

3)  Marinade  with  salt  and  pepper. 

4)  Dry  fry  sesame  in  low  heat  wok  until  it  turns  into 
light  golden  color. 

5)  Heat  the  work  with  2  tbsp  oil,  saute  garlic,  add 
the  shrimp,  stir  fry  well  until  it’s  done.  Then  add  the 
sesame  seeds  and  mayonnaise.  Dish  up. 

FRIED  SCALLOPS  WITH  PINEAPPLE 

Ingredients: 

1  lb  scallops;  1 1/2  tsp  mashed  garlic;  1  tsp  mashed 
shallot;  2  tbsp  chopped  spring  onion;  3  slices  pineap¬ 
ple. 

Marinade:  > 

pinch  of  salt,  dash  of  pepper;  1  tsp  of  white  wine. 

Thickening: 

2  tbsp  white  vinegar;  2  tbsp  ketchup;  3  tbsp  sugar; 
1/2  tsp  salt;  5  tbsp  of  water;  2  tsp  corn  starch. 

Method: 

1)  Cut  the  pineapple  into  small  pieces 


2)  Wash,  wipe  and  marinade  scallops  for  1/2  hour. 

3)  Put  the  scallops  into  boiling  water  for  1  minute. 
Drain  well. 

4)  Heat  2  tbsp  oil  in  wok,  saute  shallot  and  garlic. 
Pour  in  the  thickening.  Add  scallops,  stir  well  for  1 
minute,  add  pineapple  and  spring  onion.  Dish  up. 

Ou VEGETARIAN  DELIGHT  IN 
*  PORTUGAL  SAUCE 

Ingredients: 

6  oz  asparagus;  1/2  carrot  cut  into  thick  strips;  1 
small  can  mushrooms;  1/2  oz  black  fungus;  1  pack  of 
deep-fried  tofu  (8  pieces,  triangle  shape);  1/2  onion, 
cut  into  small  pieces;  1/2  tsp  curry  powder;  1/2  can 
cream  chicken  soup;  5  oz  coconut  milk;  2  oz 
evaporated  milk. 

Seasoning: 

1  cup  chicken  broth;  1  tsp  sugar. 

Method: 

1)  Soak  black  fungus  in  water  for  1  hour  and  wash 
well.  Then  put  into  the  boiling  water  and  cook  for  5 
minutes. 

2)  Cut  asparagus  into  sections,  parboil  for  1 
minutes.  Drain  well. 

3)  Cut  mushrooms  into  halves. 

4)  Put  2  tbsp  of  oil  in  wok,  saute  onion,  add 
asparagus,  carrot,  mushrooms,  black  fungus  and  tofu. 
Stir  fry  well  for  1  minute.  Add  the  seasonings,  reduce 
to  low  heat  and  cook  for  another  8  minutes.  Dish  up, 
discard  juice. 

5)  Heat  1  tbsp  oil,  saute  curry  powder,  add  cream 
of  chicken  soup  and  stir  well  until  it  turns  thick.  Then 
add  coconut  milk  and  evaporated  milk,  stir  until  it 
boils.  Pour  the  sauce  on  the  top  of  the  vegetables. 
Ready  to  serve.  Or  bake  it  with  high  heat  for  another 
10  minutes  before  serving. 


«J»  CRISPY  SHRIMP  ROLLS 


Ingredients: 

20  medium-sized  shrimps;  20  sheets  egg  roll  wrap¬ 
ping;  1  can  medium-sized  fruit  cocktail;  1  cup  salad 
dressing;  1  egg  while. 

Marinade: 

dash  of  pepper;  pinch  of  salt 

Method: 

1)  Open  the  can  of  fruit  cocktail  and  drain.  Mix 
with  the  salad  dressing. 

2)  Shell  but  keep  the  tail  part  of  the  shrimp. 

3)  Slice  3  slashes  on  the  stomach  side  of  the  shrimp. 
Marinade  with  salt  and  pepper. 

4)  Put  a  shrimp  with  the  tail  beyond  one  end  of  a 
egg  roll  wrapping,  add  1  tbsp  of  the  fruit  cocktail. 
Wrap  into  form  of  rolls.  Seal  end  with  the  egg  white. 

5)  Deep  fry  the  shrimp  rolls  on  medium  heat  until 
cooked.

dishes.  Upon  his  return,  his  chef  is  taught  how  to  cook 
the  dishes  as  well. 

Phan  Ngu,  owner  of  the  Pho  Bang,  a  Vietnamese 
restaurant  located  at  7  Beach  St.,  said  that  her  Viet¬ 
namese  food  looks  like  Chinese  food  minus  the 
grease.  There  is  too  much  oil  used  in  Chinese  food. 
This  is  not  so  in  Vietnamese  food." 

Ngu’s  restaurant  is  best  known  by  her  customers 
for  her  beef  noodle  soup. 

A  different  Southeast  Asian  taste  can  be  found  at 
Siam  Square  at  86  Harrison  Ave.  Siam  Square  is  a 
Thai  restaurant  that  has  only  been  open  for  ten 
months.  This  moderately  priced  restaurant  is  popular 
with  both  Thai  and  American  customers.  , 

Kai  Zornlai,  the  manager  of  Siam  Square,  ex¬ 
plained  the  difference  between  Thai  food  and  Chinese 
food.  She  said,  Thai  food  is  a  little  spicier  than 
Chinese  food  and  not  as  oily."  The  spices  used  include 
hot  pepper  and  curry. 

The  five  chefs,  who  learned  their  trade  in  Thailand, 
cook  such  dishes  as  Pad  Thai,  where  thin  rice  noodles 
are  fried  with  spiced  tofu,  ground  peanuts,  eggs,  and 
bean  sprouts,  and  Fisherman’s  Fury,  where  stir-fried 
scallops,  shrimps,  squid,  and  a  chunk  of  fish  are 
cooked  in  hot  chili  sauce  with  onions,  mushrooms,  and 


green  peppers,  and  placed  on  a  bed  of  steamed  mus¬ 
sels. 

For  those  who  would  rather  prepare  their  own 
Chinese,  Vietnamese,  or  Thai  food,  the  ingredients 
needed  are  often  hard  to  find  at  the  local  Star  Market 
or  Stop  and  Shop.  Ming’s,  the  largest  Asian  market  in 
the  Northeast  is  the  best  bet  for  Asian  groceries.  It’s 
located  on  1102  Washington  St.  in  the  South  End.  Its 
owner,  Ming  Lee,  said,  "People  from  Rhode  Island, 
New  Hampshire,  and  Cape  Cod  come  to  purchase 
oriental  groceries."  Much  of  what  is  found  in  the  store 
has  been  imported  from  Taiwan  and  Hong  Kong. 
Customers  can  find  anything  from  anti-hypertension 
tea  and  ginseng  to  boxes  of  Korean,  Vietnamese,  and 
Chinese  noodles  and  live  tortoises,  turtles,  and  frogs. 

Chinese  pastries  are  also  popular  in  Chinatown. 
Grace  Kwong,  owner  of  Mix  bakery,  said  that  she  has 
a  regular  bunch  of  customers  who  come  for  about  an 
hour  to  meet  friends  and  socialize.  "Most  of  the  men 
come  to  wait  for  work,"  she  said. 

Kwong  said  that  bread  is  most  popular  with  the 
Chinese,  whereas  the  American  customers  like  to 
order  birthday  cakes  from  her.  If  for  any  reason,  they 
decide  to  purchase  some  pastries  along  with  their 
cake,  they  have  over  50  varieties  to  choose  from  at  Mix 


bakery. 

Kwong  said  that  since  all  the  pastries  are  made  at 
the  store,  employees  start  arriving  at  five  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  to  prepare  for  the  breakfast  crowd. 

What’s  also  popular  with  the  Chinese  people  is 
herbal  health  foods,  such  as  ginseng.  Raymond 
Chang,  manager  of  the  Vinh  Kan  Ginseng  Co.  on  675 
Washington  St.,  explained  that  there  are  three  types 
of  ginseng:  American,  Korean,  and  Chinese.  The  gin¬ 
seng,  which  comes  from  the  roots  of  plants,  is  boiled 
in  water,  and  later  drunk.  The  ginseng  can  then  be 
chewed.  "All  ginseng  makes  the  body  stronger  and 
gives  a  person  energy,"  said  Chang.  The  price  of  gin¬ 
seng  can  range  from  $50  to  $1000  a  pound. 


Food  is  undoubtedly  Chinatown’s  most  important 
industry,  whether  it  comes  in  the  form  of  stores  or 
restaurants.  People  from  the  suburbs  to  the  surround¬ 
ing  cities  come  to  taste  the  Hong  Kong  cuisine,  to 
savor  the  Chinese  pastries,  or  to  purchase  the  herbal 
products.  It  brings  the  educated  from  China,  the  chefs 
from  Hong  Kong,  and  the  entrepreneurs  from  Taiwan 
to  the  Asian  food  center  of  New  England,  Boston’s 
Chinatown. 


Bring  on  the  mooncakes,  let  the  festival  begin!

We  love  the  sun  during 
summertime,  but  at  the  height 
of  the  season,  in  the  middle  of 
August,  we  celebrate  the 
moon  with  dragon  dances  and 
mooncakes. 

Kong,  the  head  baker  at  the 
Hing  Shing  bakery,  said  that 


throughout  the  year,  over 
20,000  mooncakes  are  sold. 
He  and  his  staff  of  five  other 
bakers  must  put  in  four  extra 
hours  a  day  starting  in  mid- 
August,  just  to  keep  up  with 
the  demand  for  these  pastries. 
Making  the  mooncake  also 


takes  more  work  than  any 
other  type  of  pastry.  Overtime 
for  them  lasts  until  the 
Chinese  August  Moon  Fes¬ 
tival,  which  comes  on  Septem¬ 
ber  22  this  year. 

Kong,  who  has  been  at  Hing 
Shing  for  ten  years  and  who 


has  worked  in  bakeries  in 
Hong  Kong  prior  to  that,  said 
that  there  are  four  different 
types  of  mooncakes.  The  dif¬ 
ference  between  each  kind 
depends  on  what  is  used  inside 
the  cake.  The  possible  choices 
are  lotus  paste,  which  is  the 


most  popular,  bean  paste, 
nuts,  which  are  made  from  a 
combination  of  cashews,  wal¬ 
nuts,  and  almonds,  and  ham 
and  nuts. 

At  the  Hing  Shing  bakery, 
Kong  and  his  staff  make  the

Roasting,  as  a  way  of  cook¬ 
ing,  plays  an  important  role  in 
Cantonese  cuisine,  and  at  a 
Cantonese  restaurant,  roast 
piglet,  duck,  goose,  chicken, 
and  pork  are  star  celebrities 
on  the  menu. 

Humen  Wong,  master  chef 
of  the  roast  section  at  the 
China  Pearl  Restaurant  in 
Chinatown,  says  that  the 
quality  of  a  good  roast  relies 
on  the  sauce,  temperature 
control,  and  coloring.  A  well- 
done  roast  may  be  hung  at 
room  temperature  for  a  fairly 
long  period  of  time  without 
losing  its  quality. 

Wong,  now  32,  started  his 
career  by  becoming  a  roast 
chef  apprentice  12  years  ago. 
In  Hong  Kong,  he  was  master 
chef  of  the  roast  section  at  the 
Dragon  and  Phoenix  Res¬ 
taurant  on  Shangdong  Street. 
After  immigrating  to  the 


United  States,  Wong  became 
an  employee  of  the  Kowloon 
Restaurant  in  Saugus  in  1985. 
When  the  China  Pearl  opened 
for  business  in  August  1989,  he 
was  hired  as  the  master  chef  of 
the  roast  section. 

The  China  Pearl  has  not 
only  a  roast  section,  but  also  a 
stir-fry  section  which  cooks  all 
stir-fried  dishes  and  soups, 
and  a  dim  sum  section.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  preparing  the  roasts, 
the  roast  food  section  is  also 
responsible  for  a  number  of 
appetizer  dishes  such  as  bar¬ 
becued  ribs  and  spring  rolls,  as 
well  as  Fried  Young  Chicken, 
a  popular  dish  that  makes 

many  Cantonese  diners 
happy. 

Wong  says  that  mastering 
piglet  roasting  is  essential  to 
becoming  a  roast  chef  since 
most  other  skills  are  either 
similar  or  easier.  He  says  that 
it  takes  about  six  years  for  one 


to  become  a  qualified  chef.  Of 
course,  you  have  to  start  from 
the  beginning  by  learning 
basic  skills  such  as  cleaning 
the  piglet,  skin  processing, 
making  the  sauce,  tempera¬ 
ture  control,  coloring,  and  cut¬ 
ting. 

Even  though  he  has  four  as¬ 
sistants  and  more  flexibility 
than  the  other  workers,  every 
morning  he  has  to  start  work  at 
4:30.  His  responsibilities  in¬ 
clude  creating  the  daily  special 
menu,  making  the  sauce,  and 
checking  deliveries.  Roast 
foods  are  done  by  5  pm.  Usual¬ 
ly,  they  need  to  make  two  roast 
piglets  each  day  without 
counting  special  banquets. 

The  piglets  come  from  New 
York  City.  Each  weighs  be¬ 
tween  twenty  and  thirty 
pounds.  One  piglet  needs  ap¬ 
proximately  one  hour  of  roast¬ 
ing  time  in  a  very  hot  oven,  and 
this  is  a  job  Wong  does  by  him¬ 
self. 


Wong’s  job  is  both  pleasant 
and  painstaking,  he  says.  Like 
other  restaurant  workers,  he 
works  a  ten-hour  day,  much  of 
it  in  front  of  a  glowing  oven. 
For  special  banquets,  Wong 
may  roast  and  cut  as  many  as 
10  piglets  in  one  day. 

Although  the  work  may  not 
be  easy,  Wong  is  well  paid,  he 

says.  Wong  also  remarks  that 
there  is  a  difference  between  a 
roast  chef  in  the  United  States 
and  in  Hong  Kong.  In  Hong 
Kong,  the  chef  does  not  have 
to  work  very  hard.  All  he  needs 
to  do  is  schedule  and  supervise 
assistants  who  will  do  most  of 
the  work.  The  chef  also  does 
not  cut  the  piglet.  Here,  how¬ 
ever,  the  chef  has  to  do  practi¬ 
cally  just  about  everything. 
The  oven  is  also  different.  In 
Hong  Kong,  charcoal  ovens 
are  still  widely  used  while  in 
the  United  States,  every  res¬ 
taurant  oven  uses  gas.  The  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  two, 
however,  does  not  change  the 
quality  of  the  food.  He  says 
that  in  this  country,  most  of  his 
customers  are  Chinese  who 
prefer  Hong  Kong  style  roasts. 

Wong,  father  of  a  boy  and  a 
girl,  came  to  the  United  States 
to  seek  a  higher  salary  and  find 
more  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  his  children.  His 
decision  had  nothing  to  do 
with  Hong  Kong’s  changing 
status  in  1997,  he  says.  How¬ 
ever,  when  he  thinks  about  the 
cost  of  living  in  the  United 
States,  a  higher  salary  doesn’t 
make  that  much  difference,  he 
adds.  He  would  love  to  spend 
more  time  with  his  children, 
who  are  5  and  8  years  old,  but 
his  job  doesn’t  allow  much 
spare  time.  He  looks  forward 
to  a  vacation  when  he  can  be 
with  his  family.

lotus  paste  themselves.  They 
start  with  lotus  seeds,  which 
they  boil  and  then  grind.  Then 
they  add  sugar  and  mix  it 
together  until  it  turns  into  a 
paste. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  lotus 
paste.  One  is  brown  in  color 
and  the  other  is  white.  For  the 
white  paste,  the  skin  of  the 
seeds  needs  to  be  removed 
first. 

The  basic  ingredients  used 
in  making  the  mooncake  are 
flour  and  vegetable  oil. 
Vegetable  oil  is  used  because 
it’s  the  trend.  Everyone  wor¬ 
ries  about  cholesterol  now, 
Kong  said.  Peanut  oil  is 
popular  in  Hong  Kong. 

For  the  skin  of  the  moon- 
cake,  the  bakers  are  careful  to 
use  more  egg  and  sugar. 

When  everything  is  mixed, 
it  is  all  placed  in  a  wooden 
mold  carved  with  Chinese 
characters.  Therefore,  when 
the  mooncake  is  finally  on  dis¬ 
play  in  the  bakery,  the  Chinese 
characters  on  top  of  the  moon¬ 
cake  tell  customers  how  many 
egg  yolks  are  in  the  pastry. 

Kong,  who  has  been  in  the 
bakery  business  for  20  years, 
said  that  he  may  try  to  make 
some  mini-mooncakes  this 
year  because  that’s  the  new 
trend  in  Hong  Kong,  but  in 
terms  of  purchasing  it  as  a  gift, 
the  big  cakes  are  still  the  more 
popular  choice.
